MI aye nee, S e p t 2.—French troops 
and volunteer workers toiled through 
the night in the ruins of Badische 
Abilene company’s war-born chemical 
plant at Oppau where hundreds of 
workmen were killed in an explosion 
yesterday. 
Estimates of the number 
dead ranged as high as fifteen hun­ 
dred early today but definite figures 
are obviously impossible. 
More than 
three hundred bodies have been re 
covered and it is known that at least 
fifteen hundred are injured. 
Oppau 
was virtually swept away by the ex­ 
plosion which hurled desolation over 
a wide district on the west bank of 
the Rhine 
between 
Mannheim and 
Frankenthal. Investigation of the ex­ 
plosion was ordered by the authori­ 
ses. 
Order was maintained in Oppau 
in the vicinity by French soldiers of 
the district being in the zone of oc­ 
cupation.

Austin, Texas, Sept. 23.—Governor 
nor Neff said today that in the near 
future he ex p ects to make an in­ 
apt ctiun of the levees built along Tex­ 
as streams under specifications of tin* 
Texas Reclamation department; that 
he had fixed one date for the trip, 
which was to have been made in com­ 
pany with Statet Reclamation Engi- 
nt cr Arthur A. Stile', but it was.fam­ 
ed out. 
The governor and Mr, Stiles 
expect to go as soon as the latter fin­ 
ishes his work in the Red river boun­ 
dary case. 
Mr. Stiles said -that 500,000 acres 
have been reclaimed with BOO mile** 
of levee averaging twenty feet high 
which cost $8,000,000, Wonderful crops 
are growing on fertile valley land be­ 
hind these levees w’here flood waters 
cnee swept. 
Not a single levee designed or ap­ 
proved by the state reclamation de­ 
partment has gone out in any flood. 
The rec* nt high water in South Cen­ 
tral Texas was not in streams leveed 
under state supervision. 
Governor Is Interested, 
Governor Neff said that he Fas had 
an intense interest in the levee work 
in Texas and that during his campaign 
he advocated 
complete 
drainage in 
Texas, both of storm waters and in 
swamp 
lands.
